(BY LEUNARD, C."J.) 

This was an action of trespass mare 
clausum fregit. 

Plamtiff alleges in his complaint 
that, since January 1, 1883, he had 
been, and then was, the owner and in 

sion of the Gold Lode mining 
clafm particularly described; that on 
the 9th day of Murch, 1885, without 
the leave or license of plaintiff, defen- 
dants broke and entered said described 
close, and commenced to dig up, re- 
duce aud remove, and had ever sinve 
continued to do so, large quantiues of 
earth, rock and earthy material con- 
taining gold, silver, lead and other 
metals of great value, and con- 
verted, and were converting them to 
their own use and benefit, to the dam- 
age of plaintiff in the sum of ten 
thousand dollars. 

Defendants’ answer was a specific 
denial of each allegation contained in 
the compleint. 

At the trial, to sustain the allega- 
tions of his complaint, plaintiff intro- 
duced evidence of bis title and posses- 
sion subsequent to January 1, 1553, 
and in supportof the charge of tres- 
pass, together with the damages re- 
sulting therefrom. 

Certain exceptions were taken by 
plaintiff to the Court’s rulings, and at 
the close of his case in chief, apon the 
motion of defendants, the court 
granted a non-suit. 

Plaintiff appeals from that order and 
the judgment entered thereon. 

l. We are satisfied with the decision 
in James vs. Leport, 3 W.C. R., 44, 
and respondents’ jobjections toa consid- 
eration of ghe statement on appeal are 
answered Dy that decision. 

2. If the Court erred in excluding 
the notice of location of the Gold — 
claim when it was first offered in evi- 
dence, the error was corrected by its 
subsequent admission before plaintiff 
rested. 

3. After plaintiff had introduced in 
evidence the mining laws of Ely Min- 
ing District, whereiu the Gold Lode ts 
situated, and after his notice of loca- 
tion had been excluded as evidence,h 
offered and endeavored to prove bis 
actual possession aod occupation of 
said mining claim, subsequent to Jan- 
unary 1, 1883, continuously to the time 
of trial. 

Defendants objected on the ground 
that plaintiff was precluded from 
showing actual possession notin con- 
formity with the local rules and regu- 
lations in evidence, and counsel for 
respondents have argued in this Court 
that actual possession was insufficient, 
in the absence of a compliance with 
the local rules and regulations. We 
think the Court erred in ex- 
cluding evidence of actual pos- 
session up to the time the 
action was commenced, for reasons 
that will subsequently appear; still for 
the purposes of this appeal, plamtiff 
was not injured by the exclusion at 
that time, because, afterwards, and 
without objection, plaintiff testified 
that he had been in fall charge 
and control of the entire Gold Lode 
claim since January 1, 1883; and two 
witnesses testified in his behalf that 
they had worked continuously on the 
claim for plaiutiff since the Fall of 
1883, during which time plaintiff had 
full session, charge and control of 
the claim, and bad expended in work 
and machinery thereoo several thous- 
and dollars. So, if proof of ac! ual pus- 
session was admissible, and important 
to plaintiff, it is still true that, at the 
time the motion for non-suit was 
madeand granted there was evidence 
of such possession, 

4. We are of the opinion that, under 
the allegations of the complaint, plain- 
tiff was not entitled to show damage 
to the mining claim outside of ores 
converted. The gist of the action is 
the alleged unlawful entry upon the 
mining claim in question, and the dig- 
ging and removai of the ores are mere 
matters of aggravation. 

Pico vs. Colima, 32 Cal., 580, of the 
same natureisan injury to the mine 
beyond that caused by taking the ores. 
Beyond the value of the ores taken, 
the mine was not necessarily injured 
by the acts complained of. Such dam- 
ages are special, and tuey must be 
stated in the complaint.

Washington and Creole mining claim 
was either abandoned or forfeited by 
its owners, or that the same was sub- 
ject to relocation as a part of public 
domain. 

Fifth. Plaintiff bas shown by his 
evidence that the defendants entend 
upon the ground from which these 
screenings were taken, in good faith, 
believing it to be a part of the Meadow 
Valley mine, and that the value of the 
ore removed was less than the cost of 
reducing it to coin, and that no dam- 
age bas accrued to plaintiff. 

In considering the Court’s ruling 
granting the non-suit, we must take as 
proven, every fact which the plaint- 
iff’s evidence tended to prove, and 
which was essential to his recovery, 
(Brown vs. Warren, 16 Nev. 231; Dow 
vs. G. & C. M. Co., 31 Cal., 650) and 
give him the benefit of all legal pre- 
suinptions arising from the evidence, 

Was plaintiff's evidence insufficient 
to maintain the action for the reasons 
stated in the 2d,3d,4tb and 5th grounds 
of the motion? 

As we bave seen the gist of the ac- 
tion was the breaking and entering of 
plaintiff's close, to-wit, the Gold Ledge 
mining claim, aod the digging and 
conversion of ores were Mere matters 
of aggravation. The land close em- 
braced the entire land within plaint- 
iff’s boundaries, and net merely the 
Gold Ledge included therein.

There was uncontradicted evidence 
that plaintiff located the claim in ques- 
tion January 1, 1883, according to the 
mining laws of the U.S. and the local 
rules and regulations of Ely Mining 
District, and held and werked it in the 
usual and customary mode of holding 
and working similar claims in the vi- 
cinity thereof. Such holding and 
working constitute occupation and 
adverse possession under the statute, 

General Stats. Nevada, Sec. 50652, 

There was no evidence thatany prior 
location, valid or otherwise, had been 
made ofthe claim in question. The 
only evidence upon tat point was 
that plaintiff’s claim was located upon 
the old Washington and Creole min- 
claim. It might have been so called 
without any valid location under the 
mining laws; and there can be Do re- 
location unless there bas been a prior 
valid location, or something equiva- 
lent, of the same property. 

Belk vs. Meagher, 104 U. S. R. 287. 

Piaintiff did not set up title as a re- 
locator and thus impliedly admit the 
validity of a prior location, In his fo- 
tice of location, he claimed the ground 
asa discoverer and locator; and he tes- 
tified that he Jocated the claim Jan- 
uary 1, 1585. 

Testimony to the effect that the Gold 
Lode was located upon the old Wash- 
ington aod Creole mining claim was 
not evidence ofa valid prior locatioa, 
or even of an attempted prior location, 
under the miving laws. It is true 
that in bis first brief, counsel for ap- 
pellant, in discussing another question, 
asserts that, “ihe proof is uncontra- 
dieted that the Gcld Lode mining 
claim was the old Washington and 
Creole ledge, which was well known, 
and which had been abandoned and 
relocated by plaintilf;’’ bu’ he retracts 
the last part in his second brief. At 
any rate he was mistaker at first, and 
we must look at the record to ascer- 
tain the nature of the evidence, rather 
than the opinion of counsel. 

There was uncontradicted evidence 
that plaintiff had full charge, control 
and possession of the entire claim u- 
ring the whole period between his lo- 
cation and defendani’s entry; that he 
commenced work thereon inthe fall of 
1883, put machinery thereon, and kept 
two men constantly employed until 
ihe trial; that when he was in poss- 
ession, as stated, defendants, in March 
1885, eniered, dug, and converted the 
ores found in the waste rock leftin the 
stupes anil chambers by the Meadow 
Valley Company, years before plain- 
tiff’s location. There was no evidence 
that plaintiff did not bold the claim ac- 
cording to law and the rules and cus- 
toms of Ely Mining District,and if he 
wasin possession at the time of de- 
fendants’ entry, the presumption is 
that he did so hold it, upon tho same 
principle that the possessor of any 
real estate is presumed to be the owner 
thereof untilthbe contrary is shown 

Roberison vs, Smith, 1 Mont., 414, 

Sears vs. Taylor, 4 Colorado, 42, 

There was no evidence that the de- 
fendants bad title to the locus in quo, 
or the ores taken, or possession or 
right of possession thereof, The 
stated at the trial that when at wor 
they thought they were on a ledge, 
which, prior to p'aintill’s location, bad 
been claimed and worked by the 
Meadow Valey Company, but they 
did not connect themnselves with that 
company or any person or company 
clutmming or having title Or possession; 
nor did it appear that the Meadow 
Valley Company ever bad any titie,or 
that itcla med,orhad any possession 
for more than two years prior to the 
trespass complained of, or subsequent 
to plaintiff's location, 

n view of the above facts and con- 
clusions, no one of the grounds stated, 
nor all combined, justified the order of 
non-suit, Plaintiff's evidenve was 
sufficient to maintain the action. In 
addition to plaintifi’s location, the tes- 
timony showed that he was in the 
actual on of the entire claim. 
He and two other witnesses so testi- 
fied. They were not questioned as to 
the nature of their possession by de- 

\s. 

In Brown vs. Benjamin, 8 Allen,

facie evidence of title. 


session, and as there was 
evidence that the defendant was not a 
mere stranger and wrongdoer, we can- 
not sustain the ruiing that the evi- 
dence showed that the plaintiff could 
not sustain this action. Forit is set- 
tled law that actual possession of real 
estate 1s sufficient to enable the party 
in possession to maintain trespass 
quare ciausum * fregit against a 
stranger, and everyone must be 
deemed a stranger who cannot show 
any title or elder possession.”’ The 
rule is the same in relation to personal 
property. 

Woods prac. ev., Secs. 60, 61—Ac- 
cording to plaintiff's evidence, deftend- 
ants were mere strangers and tortfeas- 
ors,and in order to recover, plaintiff 
was only obliged to prove a rightful 
possession a8 against them. 

Rogers vs. Cooney, 7 Nev., 217—“In 
this action the defendant may dispute 
plaint:ff’s possessory right by show- 
ing that the title and possessory right 
one vested in himself,oranother,under 
whom he claims, or whose authority 
he has, But if the plaintiff prove pos- 
session merely, that will suffice, if the 
defendant cannot show a superior right 
in himeelf or another under whom 
he can justify. Itistruethe plaintiff 
must prove such lawful possession as 
the defendant had norightto disturb, 
but any possession is legal possession 
as against a wrongdver,’’ 

Reed vs. Price, 30 Mo, 446—“‘In 
an action of trespass quare clausum 
Sregit, the defendant can never plead 
soli aud freehold in a third person, 
without alleging a license from him; 
because @ party baviug aciual posses- 
sion, but not a right of possession, has 
a good title against a party having 
none.”’

Indeed, counsel for respondents ad- 
mit that, actual possession of such real 
estate as farms and timber land is 
prima facie evidence of title, and is 
sufficient as against a trespasser; but 
they claim that, since the passage of 
the mining laws by Congress, it is not 
so in case ofa mining claim where it 
is shown that there are local rules and 
regulations which require the doing ol 
other acts besides the taking of actual 
possession. No authorities are cited, 
or reasons advanced in support of this 
claim. 

We may admit that any competent 
persun may locate, according to law,a 
mining claim in the actual possession 
of another, which is not affected at the 
time by a valid prior location, if this 
can be done peaceably aed without 
force, and that as against such a loca- 
tion, proof of a prior actual possession 
would go for naught, 

The reason is that, under the laws of 
Congress, any competent person may 
locate, peaceably, any vacaat mineral 
land, and as to him, it ts vacant in 
law, unt! a valid location is made, 

Belk vs. Meagher, 104, U.S. R., 287.

Bat assuming the facts to be as they 
appear iothe record we are not dealing 
with that kind of a case, 

Judge Story said, in Ricard vs, Wil- 
Yams, 7 Wheat., 107: “Tbe law will 
never construe a possession tortious 
unless from necessity. On the other 
band,it will consider every possession 
lawfal, the commencement and con- 
tinuance of which is uot proved to be 
wrougfal.””’ We can no reason 
why astranger may trespass upoo a 
mining claim held only by actual pos- 
session, auy more than he can upon 
farcoing lands so held, where no at- 
tempt has been made to secure the 
Government title, 

Chey are both valuable to the pos- 
sessors, and in one case as much as ip 
the o.her, presumption of title follows 
pc Ssession. 

In Lebanon M,. Co, vs, Con. Rep. 
M. Co., 6 Colorado, 381, it is said that, 
in possessory actions, proof of posses- 
sion of a raining claim is al-vays prima 
It is presump- 
tive of the ownership declared on, and 
until overcome by evideuce of a su- 
perior character, is sufficient to main- 
tain the action, The same doctrine is 
heid in Sears vs. Taylor, 4 Colorado, 
38, decided in 1877. 

In Campbell vs. Rankin, an action 
for damages toa mining claim,decided 
in 1878, the Court said: “In actions of 
ejectment or tresspass quare clausum 
fregit, possession by the plaintiff at 
the time of eviction has always been 
held prima facie evidence of legal title, 
and as against a mere tres is suffi- 
cient. 2 Greenl. Evid,, 311. If this be 
the law when the right of recovery de- 
pends on the atrict legal title in the 
ape how much more appropriate

As to the third ground, it is enough 
to say that plaintiff was not obliged, 
as against defendants, to prove any 
better title than actual possession gave 
him. It was not necessary for him to 
prove the discovery of any lode within 
the boundaries of his claim prior to 
location. 

In a word, in order to make a prima 
facie case against defendants, having 
shown possession, plaintiff was not 
obliged to prove a valid lovation. De- 
feudants were not in position to assail 
plaintiff's title. It was no answer to 
plaintiff’s proof of possession to say 
that the tit/e was in the Government, 
or a third person, and notin plaintiff.

A sufficient answer to the fourth 
ground hasalready been made; that 
is to say, there was po evidence that 
there bad ever been a valid*location on 
the Washin gton and Creole claim; bu 
in addition, what we first said ift 
answer to the third ground is equally 
ayplicable here. 

The fifth ground was without merit. 
Plaintiff was entitled to recover nom- 
inal damages in any event; and 
whether defendants could demand a 
deduction of reasonable working ex- 
penses d sponde d upon facts that 
should have been left to, and decided 
by, the jury. 

We need not decide what would be 
the legal result if defendants converted 
the ores under a bona fide, but mis- 
taken, belief thatthbey hada right to 
appropriate them; especially if they 
had no fai reason in law to so believe. 

If they were wilful trespassers, (a 
question for the jury) no deductions 
were allowable for working OX Penses, 
In other words, in that case, plaintifi 
was entitled tc the enhanced value of 
the property taken,

It would be manifestly improper for 
us to draw any conclusions from the 
evidence before us in relation to de- 
fendants’ motives, but we 4re satis- 
fied that upon plaintiff's case in chief, 
it was the duty of the court to submit 
the question of damages to the jury. 

The or@er of the court granting a 
non-suit, and the judgment entered 
thereon are reversed and the cause 
remanded.

It may, perhaps, be well to await 
the materialization of the annexa- 
tion societies before working up 
any definite platform cn the sub- 
ject in.thiscountry. But the posi- 
tion of the United States is so clear 
on that matter that there can 
hardly be any objection to having 
it stated from the first. If Canada 
wants to come in, she can come, 
The United States do«s not wish to 
make any conquests or. add un- 
willing elements to ber population. 
But when the Canadians make up 
their minds thet they want to 
share the fortunes of the great 
American republic, they can or- 
ganize their State Governments, 
assume their own debts and b. 
admitted to the Union, along with 
their fish. Until they do that, we 
will not agitate ourselves about the 
subject. 


The Prohibitionists have made 
strong efforts in every State in the 
Union to suppress the liquor traffic, 
but the business is still in a flourish- 
ing condition. Prohibition and 
politics don’t affiliate somehow, 
There seems to be a coolness exist- 
ing between the two that even the 
most strenuous efforts have failed 
to dispel. Both factions seem to 
stand on their dignity, and conces- 
sions are, apparently, ignored by 
both sides, The Propibitionists in 
the East bave taken a new tack and 
are now devoting their energies to 
the establishment of a high license. 
The outcome of the battle will no 
doubt be reserved for future genera- 
tions, and the probabilities are that 
it willend when all else does and 
the universe ceases to exist.

THE DIVINING ROD. 


The Success that Has Attended 
the Nerrie Instrument. 


There is somet iipg 
about the instrument used by Mr. 
Norrie, and though it appears un- 
reasonable that there should be 
any influence eaerted on it by 
water or mineral 500 feet from it, 
through solid rock, there evidently 
is an influence which aiievts the 
machinve. Norrie’s *‘ore disvoverer’’ 
has been the subject of much ridi- 
cule, but those who have backed it 


with their money have had im- 
plicit confidence in it, and recent 
discoveries bave developed the fact 
that their confidence was not mis- 
placed. It was predicted that 
water would be encountered at the 
depth of 500 feet, and not before. 
Strange as it may appear this 
prophecy was correct. Au ore body 
was also lovated by the mystvrious 
instrument, aud this also has been 
found. Now, the question is, did 
the machine actually indicate and 
locate these discoveries with such 
precision, or Was the eneounter 
merely a coincideuce? It is nat- 
ural to suppose that ere and water 
would both be found in a locality 
where both are known to exist, 
but it is remarkably strange that 
before an opening was made ib the 
ground avo ore body would be out- 
lined so far beneath the surface. 
There is nothing remarkable about 
finding water, as it is always fonad 
in ledges, and particularly near ore 
bodies. If, as Mr. Norrie claims, 
this instrument is a reliable factor 
in the disevvery of ore bodies at 
such adepth, it willrob mining of 
its uncertainties and make it hea ce- 
forth a never-failing occupation. 
Moses could knock water out of a 
rock with the rod he used, but Mr. 
Norrie has beaten him and every 
other old-timer who had auy pre- 
tentions to a knowledge of the mys- 
teries of ‘‘rodology.’’

Now that he has 
kindly concluded to do so those of 
our ecitizeos who understand the 
importance of this matter will ben- 
efit themselves and Reno also by 
hearing what Colonel Waring has 
tosay. It will be simply a social 
talk in which all whoare interested 
can indulge. This meeting will 
not interfere with the Fourth of 
July meeting, which will take place 
at 8’clock.
